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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding claim 1 , the Applicant submits that 
neither Anthony, nor Fowler teach or suggest the formatting of state chart data, state names or state transition in a markup language 
(pages 9-12). The Examiner disagrees, because it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to combine the exchange of 
XML documents using document representations (0353,0366), and the modeling of systems, such as an e-business one taught by Fowler 
(page 2, fig.8-1 ), for all the reasons stated by Anthony including the use of graphs for exchanging and converting diverse XML documents 
(0009, 001 1), and the description of systems using modeling graphs as stated by Fowler (pages 1-2), thus providing for a smooth, 
comprehensive, and efficient conversion of the documents using the models. 

Regarding claim 7, the Applicant notes that Lemay does not teach an add in script for transforming a modeling language state chart 
data into an XML representation (page 13). The Examiner disagrees, because Lemay teaches the use of Javascript for performing markup 
language documents functions (pages 6-7). It would have been obvious to combine Anthony, Fowler, and Lemay, for all the reasons found 
in their description including easily programming architecture of Javascript for quickly, and efficiently carry out the XML document 



conversion . 
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
